Accused fails 
to show for 
court date 

crash An American truck 
driver who drove his rig 
into a Nova Scotia toll 
booth last month didn’t 
show up for his day in 
court yesterday and has 
been hit with a $395 fine 
for the crash. 

Walter Pennington, 53, 
of Loganville, Ga., was 
charged with failing to 
drive a motor vehicle in a 
careful and prudent man¬ 
ner after his five-tonne 
truck crashed into a toll 
booth at The Cobequid 
Pass outside of Truro April 
20 . 

Pennington was due to 
appear in Truro provincial 
court yesterday to face the 
charges.

N. Korea blasted for nuke test 


I violation The UN Security 
Council unanimously con¬ 
demned North Korea’s lat¬ 
est nuclear test yesterday, 
saying it was a “clear viola¬ 
tion” of a previous resolu¬ 
tion passed in 2006 after Py¬ 
ongyang’s first atomic test. 

After an emergency meet¬ 
ing lasting under one hour, 
the council issued a non¬ 
binding statement express¬ 
ing strong opposition and 
said it would “start work 
immediately on a Security 
Council resolution on this 
matter.” 


U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations Susan Rice 
called the nuclear test “a 
grave violation of interna¬ 
tional law” and said Wash¬ 
ington would seek a “strong 
resolution with strong 
measures.” She declined to 
predict whether the 15- 
member council would im¬ 
pose further sanctions on 
Pyongyang, but said work 
was to begin on the resolu¬ 
tion today. 

Britain, France, and Japan 
are expected to push for 
new sanctions. But Russia 


and China are seen as more 
reluctant although they did 
agree to punitive actions af¬ 
ter the 2006 test in resolu¬ 
tion 1718. 

The size of North Korea’s 
second nuclear test was not 
yet confirmed. 

Russia said the blast was 
about equal in power to the 
U.S. atomic bomb dropped 
on the Japanese city of Na¬ 
gasaki in World War Two, 
or about 20 times larger 
than the North’s one kilo- 
ton test in 2006. reuters

Answers 
sought for 
crime hike 

Some call for big changes

Coun. Barry Dalrymple 
called the province's bail 
system “a revolving 
door” yesterday, reflect¬ 
ing on recent crime 
across HRM, including 
shots fired over the week¬ 
end in the suburban com¬ 
munity of Fall River. 

“We can start to rein in 
our pathetic bail laws,” 
Daliymple, who represents 
Fall River on council, said 
when asked how crimes in 
HRM could be curbed. 

Dalrymple then said he 
believes “we have a situa¬ 
tion here with a person 
who shouldn’t be out on 
bail and now ... it is draw¬ 
ing communities into the 
crossfire of warring 
gangs.” 

Dalrymple wouldn’t 
specify whom he was talk¬ 
ing about. 

The shooting Saturday in 
his district was directed at 
the home of convicted 
drug dealer Jimmy Melvin 
Sr. CTV reported Jimmy 
Melvin Jr. was inside the 
residence at the time. 

Both father and son have 
been shooting targets in 
recent months and are 
publicly suspected of feud¬ 
ing with the Marriotts over 
drugs. 

But Daliymple said the 
problem isn’t isolated, ex¬ 
plaining he saw the system 
fail numerous times over 
his 33-year career as an 
RCMP officer. 

“I know the trauma that 
this causes a neighbour¬ 
hood,” he said. 

Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke said the province 
has done plenty to improve 
crime rates, such as fund¬ 
ing the first ever public

Crown funds not used to pay debt 

Tories deny they hid re-allocation amid accusations from opposition

Opposition parties 
accused the government 
of hiding a broken prom¬ 
ise yesterday as Premier 
Rodney MacDonald 
confirmed money that was 
supposed to go on the 
debt never did. 

The province receives 
$870 million of Crown 
share money from Ottawa 
spread out over 15 years. 
During the 2008 budget 


the Tories vowed to put 70 
per cent of that towards 
paying down the debt. 

But the premier ac¬ 
knowledged yesterday that 
didn’t happen last year. 
The $95 million share from 
2008-09 went into general 
revenue, and the $79 mil¬ 
lion for this year was bud¬ 
geted to do the same. 

“In the last six months 
things have drastically 
changed for Nova Sco¬ 
tians,” MacDonald said. 
“We ended up using those 
dollars to go towards en¬ 


suring we 
could pro¬ 
vide pro¬ 
grams and 
services.” 
NDP 

Leader Dar¬ 
rell Dexter 
didn’t have 
a problem 
with spend¬ 
ing the money, but said the 
Tories should have been 
truthful about it. 

“In one of the deepest re¬ 
cessions our country has 
seen in decades, if not a 


century, all people really 
wanted was for him to be 
honest with them,” Dexter 
said. “He just simply failed 
to do that.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil agreed the premier 
broke his promise and 
should have been up front 
about it. 

Last July the province 
signed a deal with the fed¬ 
eral government ending a 
long dispute over who gets 
offshore revenue. 

The first lump sum of 
$234 million went mostly 


on the debt as planned. But 
the approximately $175 
million received since then 
went towards programs in¬ 
stead. 

MacDonald said the 
choice was necessary to 
avoid cuts or raising taxes. 
The Tories also said that the 
decision was not hidden. 

The money spending 
was mentioned when the 
budget was introduced at 
the beginning of the 
month, but was mostly 
overlooked when the gov¬ 
ernment fell later that day.

Students are used to brac¬ 
ing for report cards this 
time of year, but it was No¬ 
va Scotia’s political parties 
learning their grades yester¬ 
day. 

The Alliance of Nova Sco¬ 
tia Student Associations re¬ 
leased their analysis of each 
party’s post-secondary edu¬ 
cation platform at a news 
conference at Dalhousie 
University. The ANSSA, 
which represents over 
35,000 students at five Nova 
Scotia universities, gave the 
four parties marks between 
A and F, according to how 
well their platforms line up 
with the Alliance’s policy 
recommendations. 

The best grade (B-) went 
to the Liberals for having 
“the most comprehensive 
and detailed vision” of all 
the parties, according to an 
ANSSA press release. 

“(The Liberals) were the 
only party to accept our rec¬ 
ommendations to conduct a 
comprehensive review of 
post-secondary education, 
and we applaud them,” 


Mark Coffin, ANSSA’s exec¬ 
utive director, told the me¬ 
dia. 

The NDP came in second 
with a C. According to the 
Alliance, their promises in¬ 
clude keeping the current 
government’s commit¬ 


ments to reduce tuition and 
spend on infrastructure, as 
well as giving up to $15,000 
in tax credits to university 
students who stay in Nova 
Scotia. 

“We don’t think this is 
necessarily a responsible 


use of funds.” Coffin said. 
“The (students) that can’t af¬ 
ford (university) now won’t 
be able to afford it $15,000 
and four years down the 
road.” 

The Tories were next with 
a C-.

NDP promise to seniors reduced 


The NDP promised $500 
per month yesterday to 
help keep seniors in their 
homes longer. But the $2.3- 
million promise is actually 
stripped down from a year 
earlier. 

Last year the NDP un¬ 
veiled a $ 12-million plan. 
However, party leader Dar¬ 
rell Dexter said that was too 
expensive given the state of 


the province’s books today. 

The new plan would pro¬ 
vide the $500-per-month al¬ 
lowance to about 250 sen¬ 
iors to help them stay in 
their homes. It would also 
involve a personal alert 
phone service available 24-7 
and renovations to make 
ramps more accessible. 

He said some compo¬ 
nents of the 2008 plan are 


still in the works but were 
not included in yesterday’s 
announcement. 

The Tories seized upon 
the change and accused the 
NDP of breaking its promise 
to seniors. 

The Liberals attacked the 
plan for helping too few 
people and for only coming 
into effect next year.

“It allows small business 
who do not have the 
wherewithal to put 
together the structure 
that is required around a 
pension plan for their em¬ 
ployees — it gives them a 
framework that they can 
be part of,” McNeil said.

Members of the United 
States navy were in Hali¬ 
fax yesterday to honour 
the buried soldiers at 
Deadman’s Island for Me¬ 
morial Day. 

The park located in the 
Northwest Arm is the site 
of 188 unmarked graves of 
American prisoners of war 
who were captured during 


the War of 1812. 

The soldiers were prison¬ 
ers on Melville Island be¬ 
fore having their bodies 
moved to the site on Dead- 
man’s Island. 

The park, which is actual¬ 
ly a small peninsula by the 
Northwest Arm, was cov¬ 
ered with small American 
flags and PoW flags yester¬ 
day which read, “you are 
not forgotten.” 

Lt.-Cmdr. Brad McGuire 
of the U.S. navy talked 


about the American PoWs 
buried under the trees just 
20 feet away from him. 

“They not only lost their 
lives defending their na¬ 
tion, but they also never 
made it home again,” he 


said. 

McGuire, who is on ex¬ 
change with the Canadian 
navy, noted the importance 
of Memorial Day for Ameri¬ 
ca and its allies. 

“When you lose a na¬ 


tion’s son or daughter in 
defence of freedom, we 
know your loss,” he said. 
“We understand your loss, 
and for those of us who 
serve with you — we feel 
your loss.” 

McGuire noted the thou¬ 
sands of lives lost by Cana¬ 
dian and American soldiers 
in recent conflicts such as 
in Afghanistan. 

A prayer was given by 
Chaplain Andrew Cooke to 
honour all fallen soldiers, 


sailors, and airmen from all 
countries. Bagpipes and a 
trumpet also played during 
the ceremony. 

Consulate General of the 
United States for Halifax 
Harold Foster spoke at the 
ceremony. He was emotion¬ 
al yesterday because it was 
the first Memorial Day 
without his father, who 
was part of the U.S. army. 
Foster is looking forward to 
going home to see his fa¬ 
ther’s grave in July. 


Two shops

Residents voice concern about violent crime

Kadeem Hinch, 18, says it’s 
“scary” to know shootings 
are happening literally out¬ 
side his front door. 

“You’re finding bodies be¬ 


hind schools and there are 
shootings right across the 
street,” he said yesterday 
from the doorway of his Hal¬ 
ifax home at the comer of 
Creighton and Buddy Daye 
streets, where a man sus¬ 
tained several gun shot 
wounds Friday evening. 


“I think (violent crime) is 
getting worse.” 

Hinch was also referring 
to the death of 36-year-old 
Tanya Jean Brooks, whose 
murdered body was found 
May 11 in a window well 
outside of a Maitland Street 
school. 


Resident David Baird, who 
was doing construction 
work on Creighton Street 
yesterday, said violence is 
nothing new in the area, but 
agreed it’s more frequent. 

Halifax RCMP spokesman 
Cpl. Joe Taplin noted there 
have been high profile 


crimes lately, but said “it’s 
usually between people who 
are involved in this high risk 
lifestyle.” 

Taplin said police are trou¬ 
bled crimes have been tak¬ 
ing place in quiet communi¬ 
ties, such as Preston and Fall 
River. “Now all of a sudden 


bullets are being fired in res¬ 
idential areas ... that’s really 
concerning to us.” 

He said investigators are 
looking into whether or not 
a man who died a week after 
being shot in North Preston 
was just an innocent by¬ 
stander.

t appears (yawn) that 
we’re going to have to 
put up with election 
speculation (yawn) 
every day between now 
and when the members of 
Parliament take their three- 
month summer break. This 
break (yawn) follows their 
pre-Easter break, their East¬ 
er break and their post-East¬ 
er break, which was last 
week.

been for vacation stopovers. 

They should bear in 
mind, however, that the last 
so-called arrogant elitist 
who sat in the king’s chair 
was Pierre Trudeau. A new 
poll rating modem prime 
ministers shows Tmdeau on 
top by a huge margin. He 
scored 39 per cent, with 
everyone else in the foot¬ 
note category at 11 per cent 

or worse. Stephen Harper 
was at 11 per cent, but 
the bad news for him 
was he topped the list 


for worst PM, scoring 22 per 
cent. 

Tmdeau also had the rep¬ 
utation of someone who 
cared more what was hap¬ 
pening in the salons of Paris 
than the bowling alleys of 
Moose Jaw.

Kuwaiti women inspire historic change 



I love it when women put 
the fear of God into coun¬ 
tries. That’s how I like to 
explain Saudi Arabia’s de¬ 
cision to delay municipal 
elections for two years. 

It’s all the fault of four 
Kuwaiti women who made 
history on May 17 by win¬ 
ning seats in their coun¬ 
try’s parliamentary elec¬ 
tions. Their victory was 
made all the more deli¬ 
cious because fundamen¬ 
talists long opposed to 
women’s political rights 
lost several seats. 

A day later, the Saudis 
postponed their elections, 
slated for October. They 
know too well the ideas 
that Saudi women can pick 
up from their Kuwaiti sis¬ 
ters. 


In the aftermath of Iraq’s 
1990 invasion of Kuwait, 
many Kuwaiti men and 
women fled the violence 
by driving to neighbouring 
Saudi Arabia. Inspired, 47 
Saudi women violated the 
kingdom’s ban on driving 
by taking to the wheel in a 
convoy through the capital 
Riyadh. 

They were denounced as 
whores in mosque ser¬ 
mons, were banned from 
working for two years and 
had their passports tem¬ 
porarily confiscated. 

And to this day, the 
country whose oil reserves 
fuel most of the world’s 
cars continues to deny 
women the right to drive a 
car, to vote and to run for 
office. Men were enfran¬ 
chised only in 2005, when 
the kingdom briefly flirted 
with democracy by allow¬ 
ing its first local elections. 
Fundamentalist clerics en¬ 
sured they remained off 


limits to women. 

Just as they had in 
Kuwait, where for years 
they blocked legislation 
for women’s suffrage. 
Women finally won their 
political rights in 2005, but 
failed in two subsequent 
elections to win seats in 
the 50-member parlia¬ 
ment. But now, with nei¬ 
ther quotas nor the back¬ 
ing of political parties, the 
four successful women 
candidates have proven 
that once conservative vot¬ 
ing habits can change. 

Islamists lost eight of 
their seats — a stinging re¬ 
jection of their attempts to 
control Kuwaiti society. 
They have succeeded in 
banning co-education at 
universities, restricting 
public entertainment and 
had wanted to implement 
Islamic law. 

Just as women faced 
down the fundamentalists 
in Kuwait, they will, too, 


eventually, in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia. Brave women there 
are standing up to the con¬ 
servatives whether online, 
where they comprise more 
than half the kingdom’s 
bloggers, or through un¬ 
derground basketball and 
soccer tournaments that 
flout the ban on women in 
public sports. 

In February, King Abdul¬ 
lah appointed the king¬ 
dom’s first woman deputy 
minister. In reaction, con¬ 
servative clerics called for 
a ban on women in media. 

When conservative Sau¬ 
di clerics claim to be up¬ 
holding “Islam,” point to 
neighbour Kuwait and ask, 
“Whose Islam?” Saudi Ara¬ 
bia can run but it can’t 
hide from the change that 
surrounds it.

Facing a cash crunch 
brought on by a difficult 
economy, Air Canada has 
bought itself more breath¬ 
ing room from one of its 
credit card processors as 
the airline seeks to avoid a 
second bankruptcy protec¬ 
tion filing in less than six 
years.

may not be delivered for 
up to a year.

have a (insert store name) 
card?” At your head shake, 
the clerk’s sad look be¬ 
comes mournful. 

Now comes the tempt¬ 
ing pitch and the pressure 
to decide as a lengthening 
lineup snakes down the 
aisle behind you. You could 
save 10 per cent on your 
purchases, on top of the 30 
per cent sale price. It just 
takes a minute and can be 
done right here at the 
check-out counter. 

The implication is that 
you’d be a fool not to take 
advantage of this “one¬ 
time offer.” It’s not like 
you ever have to use the 
card again. 

Hold on a minute. These 
point-of-sale credit card 
pitches are incredibly 
tempting since they offer a 
quick financial bonus. But 
take care that you don’t 


ding your credit score for 
the sake of saving $50. 

Eveiy time you acquire a 
new credit card you in¬ 
crease the total credit 
available to you which 
means you pose a higher 
risk to lenders. Most peo¬ 
ple who apply for a retail 
card while making a pur¬ 
chase don’t even know 
what the credit limit will 
be. You could be signing up 
for $10,000 in new credit 
which might have a nega¬ 
tive impact on your score. 

A lowered credit score 
means that the next time 
you need to re-mortgage, 
buy a car or take out a line 
of credit, you might have a 
difficult time getting ap¬ 
proved.

Tavares vs. Hedman 


NHL draft combine may determine who's picked first

John Tavares and Victor 
Hedman will “run the 
gauntlet” this week in 
the race to be drafted No. 
1 overall. 

The consensus top two 
prospects for June’s NHL 
entry draft are in Toronto 
for Central Scouting’s an¬ 
nual draft combine and 
will be put through rigor¬ 
ous physical fitness test¬ 
ing. 

Dubbed “running the 
gauntlet,” Central Scout¬ 
ing sets up 16 stations 
— not for the faint 
heart — around the 
horseshoe perimetre 
of the Westin 
Bristol ball¬ 
room. 

“These 
kids will be 
pushed 
al¬ 


most to exhaustion,” said 
E.J. McGuire, director of 
Central Scouting. “It’s a 
chance to show teams 
what kind of shape you’re 
in. With all the telemetry, 
if a kid’s not in shape, this 
will tell them.” 

McGuire said the hard¬ 
est tests on the gauntlet 
are the Anaerobic 
Wingate and the aerobic 
V02 max tests. 

More than 100 
prospects will be put un¬ 
der the microscope at the 
combine, which also in¬ 
cludes a detailed 
medical review 
and gives teams 
a chance to in¬ 
terview 
prospects. 

Tavares, a gifted 
London Knights 
sniper and the On¬ 
tario Hockey 

League’s all-time 
leading goal-scorer, 
and the Swedish 
Hedman, a 6-foot-5 
blueline behemoth 
with two-way polish, 

Victor Hedman, left, and 
John Tavares are widely con¬ 
sidered to be the top two 
prospects in this year’s 
NHL draft.

Phoenix Coyotes owner Jer¬ 
ry Moyes look like they can 
finally get along, the ques¬ 
tion becomes whether the 
league will admit or black¬ 
ball BlaclcBerry magnate 
Jim Balsillie. 

The league has before it 
the application by the bil¬ 
lionaire co-founder of Re¬ 
search In Motion to be¬ 
come an owner. Next week, 
it will receive an applica¬ 
tion from Moyes to official¬ 
ly move the team to Hamil¬ 
ton. 

NHL deputy commission¬ 
er declined to comment on 
Balsillie’s application, but 
confirmed to the Toronto 
Star the NHL will continue 
to pay the Coyotes’ bills un¬ 
til the team is sold as part 
of a mediation agreement. 

Moyes and the NHL were 
ordered into mediation last 
week by Judge Redfield 
Baum, an order that has 
borne some fruit. 


“The control issue is not 
resolved,” Daly said in an 
email. “But the parties are 
trying to agree on a process 
to jointly operate the club 
pending the sale.” 

A hearing tomorrow will 
shed light on some mat¬ 
ters, including the process 
to sell the team and the 
city of Glendale’s lawsuit to 
force the team to say at the 
Jobing.com Arena for an¬ 
other 26 years. 

Any relocation will be de¬ 
cided in June, with Moyes 
kick-starting that when he 
hands in his application 
next week. The NHL will 
likely turn down Moyes’ 
application — setting in 
motion an anti-trust suit. 

But what it does with Bal¬ 
sillie’s application to be ap¬ 


proved as an owner is any¬ 
one’s guess. Balsillie was 
approved when he tried to 
buy the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins, so the Balsillie camp 
is hopeful that the vetting 
process will be seamless. 

“We’re hopeful,” said 
Balsillie spokesperson Bill 
Walker. “The biggest thing 
that’s driving our confi¬ 
dence is the fans. The NHL 
wasn’t considering anoth¬ 
er team in southern On¬ 
tario prior to our bid. Giv¬ 
en the fact that over 
130,000 fans have signed 
up for our (makeitseven.ca) 
website, the NHL has ac¬ 
knowledged that southern 
Ontario can support anoth¬ 
er team and is a good hock¬ 
ey market.”

Right under our noses, 
girls are trading oral sex 
for pretty shirts and sex 
for money. 

For her new book and 
film Oral Sex is the New 
Goodnight Kiss, Canadian 
journalist Sharlene Azam 
interviewed teenage and 
pre-teen girls about sexual 
attitudes and found many 
who use sex as currency. 

Even in middle-class 
Canada, girls are being re¬ 
cruited — often by other 
teens — to provide sexual 
services to groups of men 
and boys. 

“I was most surprised to 
learn that there are girls re¬ 
cruiting other girls,” Azam 
told Metro, “ft is chilling to 
sit across from a teenage 
girl who talks about target¬ 
ing a pretty, popular girl at 
her school because she 
thinks she has everything 
and is jealous of her.” 

Parents often believe 
that their daughters are 
safe when they are at 
school, at the mall or chat¬ 
ting on the Internet. But 
Azam found girls as young 
as 12 were actually giving 
oral sex to groups of boys 
and telling their parents 
they were hanging out 
with friends. 

All the boys had to do 
was say they “want a piece” 
of her, and she’d perform 
oral sex while the others 
watched, reports Azam, 
who splits her time be¬ 
tween Los Angeles and Van¬ 
couver. She also 
interviewed girls who were 
willing to pose nude on 


their webcam and get paid 
to send the pictures to 
anonymous men. 

“There is very little edu¬ 
cation or awareness of 
what is happening to girls 
because the problem is so 
new and it is well hidden.” 

Why are girls today more 
promiscuous than in the 
past? 

“The Internet has sped 
up teens’ sexual willing¬ 
ness and behaviour,” says 
Azam. “Girls are sur¬ 
rounded by a hypersexual- 


ized culture where they are 
being groomed and en¬ 
couraged to think of them¬ 
selves as: Hooter’s Girl, 
Stripper, Porn Star. Expo¬ 
sure affects behaviour.” 

Girls who are looking for 
attention know that a sexy 
video or picture can give 
them power and launch 
them into fame. 

This behaviour can have 
long-term health effects. It 
could affect the girls’ abil¬ 
ity to trust men later in life 
and to have normal, living 



willingness and be¬ 
haviour.”

relationships, says Azam, 
who is married with a 
young daughter. In addi¬ 
tion, many girls are getting 
STDs. One public health 
nurse told her that at the 
four schools she visits, 
hundreds of kids have 
chlamydia. 

Azam suggests that par¬ 
ents pay close attention to 
their daughters during 
their teen years and have 
regular conversations with 
them about sex. 

“The parents that I inter¬ 
viewed wished they had 
paid attention to the warn¬ 
ing signs. When you learn 
that your daughter has 
traded sex for $60 or has 
sold her virginity for 
$1,000, your whole life 
stops,” she says.

Album cover art gets facelift 

Digital downloading is changing the relationship between music fans and artwork

There’s more to a CD than 
just the music. Flipping 
through liner notes, read¬ 
ing lyrics and, especially, 
staring at brilliant cover 
art is all part of record lis¬ 
tening experience. Or at 
least it was — with legal 
downloading accounting 
for 20 per cent of all music 
sales, the future of album 
artwork is in jeopardy. 

“There seems to be less 
and less need for artwork,” 
says Bob Mersereau, author 
of the Top 100 Canadian Al¬ 
bums. “When my son buys 
a CD he throws the insert 
away. He doesn’t want it; it 
just gets in the way for him. 
He’s not interested in that 
experience.” 

If Mersereau’s son is any 
indication, the days when 
an album’s cover would of¬ 
ten resonate more than the 
music is over. That worries 
the New Brunswiclc-based 
journalist. 

“When you say Dark Side 
of the Moon, what’s the 
first thing that pops into 
your head? It’s not Money. 
It’s that cover. Abbey Road? 
It’s the cover,” he says. 

While there’s no doubt 
the experience of flipping 
through a CD booklet is 
changing, one web-based 
music store owner doesn’t 
think album art will disap¬ 
pear. 

“The future is limitless,” 


says Dave Ullrich, founder 
of Toronto-based 

Zunior.com. “It might not 
be the same as vinyl, but it 
can be very different and 
different can be better.” 

On his website Ullrich 
gives music buyers the op¬ 
portunity to download PDFs 
of a disc’s artwork, and he 
once offered downloaders a 
high resolution Rheostatics 
poster that could be printed 


and framed. 

While he’s happy to give 
his customers more than 
just MP3s, he admits that 
the future of cover art will 
soon be far more dynamic 
than a simple PDF down¬ 
load. 

“It doesn’t exist yet, but 
with things like iPhone 
apps fans will be able to 
easily dig into lyrics, or 
even kick back and just lis¬ 


ten to music and look at 
the record’s artwork, all on 
their phone,” Ullrich ex¬ 
plains. 

Michael Wrycraft, a 
Juno-winning artist who’s 
designed artwork for Bruce 
Cockburn among other 
Canadian acts, should be 
the first one to lament the 
move to digital. But, not 
only is he busier than ever 
before, he thinks the work 



will keep coming well into 
the downloading era. 

“Artwork on paper may 
die out years from now, but 
then someone will down¬ 
load a track, play it on a 
computer and a screen 
saver will pop with credits 
and pictures,” he says. “I’m 
not panicking about my fu¬ 
ture — I just realize that 
someday the material I 
work with might change.” 



Bob Mersereau, author of the 
Top 100 Canadian Albums, says 
less work is going into album 
cover art nowadays. 

Mersereau, however, 
thinks the devaluation of 
cover art is already in full 
swing, especially when it 
comes to major label releas¬ 
es. “There’s less and less 
work going into them al¬ 
ready,” he says. “Take the 
new Bruce Springsteen, 
the reviews are great, but 
it’s the ugliest cover you’ve 
ever seen. Where are the 
iconic shots of the past? 
Where are the great covers 
that you want to hang up 
on your wall?” 

Ullrich agrees that some 
liner notes aren’t as eye¬ 
catching as they used to 
be. He chalks that up to 
budgeting issues, which 
can be resolved when digi¬ 
tal artwork takes off. 

“Creative bands will be 
able to do some really cool 
stuff,” he says. “Digital is 
more wide open — it’s 
even more open than what 
you had in the old days.” 
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Back to Melrose Place

Boyle wows again 

Singing sensation in final of Britain's Got Talent 


Susan Boyle, the frumpy 
Scottish spinster whose 
amazing voice has become 
a global YouTube 
sensation, stunned 
audiences again on 
Sunday as she was voted 
through to the final of 
Britain’s Got Talent. 

Singing Memory from 
the musical Cats, the 48- 
year-old overcame initial 
nerves to produce another 
command performance, 
her soaring rendition win¬ 
ning the telephone vote on 
the talent show. 

“You are one special la¬ 
dy, I have to say, you really 
are,” Simon Cowell, one of 
the panel of three judges, 
said after Boyle’s perform¬ 
ance brought the audience 
to their feet. 

Wearing a shimmering 
purple dress, Boyle looked 
far more primped and 
preened than she did on 
first appearance on the 
show last month, when her 
dowdy looks and quirky 
manner provoked titters 
from the audience, who as¬ 
sumed she couldn’t sing. 



YouTube phenomenon Susan 
Boyle, 48 , scored with 
audiences once again wtih her 
rendition of Memory. 

This time, her hair was 
coiffed, her eyebrows were 
plucked and she looked al¬ 
most every inch a star in 
the making. 

“What pressure?” she 
said when asked afterwards 
if she was nervous, “ft was 
really good tonight, I really 
enjoyed it... I’m very happy 
to be here and thank you 
all for your support.” 

Boyle left the judges 


openmouthed last month 
with her rendition of I 
Dreamed a Dream from 
Les Miserables, which al¬ 
most immediately became 
an Internet sensation, 
watched more than 60 mil¬ 
lion times on YouTube. 

With appearances since 
on U.S. chat shows hosted 
by Oprah Winfrey and Lar¬ 
ry King, Boyle has become 
a global sensation, her age 
and appearance conflicting 
with most images of mod¬ 
ern celebrity. 

After her performance 
on Sunday, Cowell was 
moved to apologize to 
Boyle, saying she had been 
poorly underestimated. 

“You know what, I just 
want to apologize because 
of the way we treated you 
before you sang the first 
time,” he said. “You made 
me and everyone else look 
very stupid and I’m very 
happy for you.” 

Boyle, who sang in 
choirs as a youngster but 
always dreamed of a career 
in London’s West End, 
tried to shut him up, say-

ing she had paid no atten¬ 
tion to the global furor. 

Since her performance 
in April, television crews 
from around the world 
have camped outside her 
home in rural Scotland 
and newspapers have dedi¬ 
cated countless pages to 
her. 

In Sunday’s semifinal, 
Boyle defeated seven other 
acts including a belly dancer 
and a Darth Vader imper¬ 
sonator to get through to 
the final on Saturday. 

She will be joined there 
by Diversity, a troupe of 
street dancers who came 
second on Sunday, and two 
other acts yet to be decided 
from the second semifinal.

Rowland finds Love 
on the dance floor 


Singer Kelly Rowland was 
in France last summer 
when she discovered DJ 
David Guetta, at one of his 
exhilarating techno shows 
in Cannes. 

When she later met up 
with Guetta and asked him 
to play a new track for her, 
the French DJ unveiled a 
pop number built around a 
lush piano loop and throb¬ 
bing percussion. The track, 
which would become the 
groundwork for When 
Love Takes Over, moved 
Rowland to tears. 

“I felt so much emotion 
from the track; something 
happened the first time I 
heard it, and it was just 
beautiful,” Rowland says. 
The former Destiny’s Child 
member took the track to 
London to write and record 
the song’s vocals. 

The finished product 
was unveiled at a show¬ 
stopping joint perform¬ 
ance in March at Miami’s 
Ultra Music Festival. Last 
month, When Love Takes 
Over was officially released 
as the first single from 
Guetta’s upcoming album, 
One Love, it bulleted to No. 


2 on the Hot 
Dance Air¬ 
play chart. 

Guetta 
and Row¬ 
land will 
perform the 
song at vari¬ 
ous points 
on Guetta’s 
continent-crossing DJ tour 
during the summer. 

A sugary, synth-laden 
ode to the excitement of 
the unknown, the single 
marks a sea change in style 
for both artists. After R&B 
powerhouse Destiny’s 
Child disbanded in 2005, 
Rowland released her sec¬ 
ond solo album, Ms. Kelly, 
on Columbia Records in 
2007. The set offered acces¬ 
sible, uptempo R&B, but 
none of the tracks was as 
unabashedly club-oriented 
as When Love Takes Over. 

“I had spent nights danc¬ 
ing in the South of 
France,” Rowland says, 
“but I had never thought 
about recording a dance 
track myself. Hearing 
David’s song made me con¬

Warm Sesame 
Chicken Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) chicken 
breasts 

1 cup (250 ml) fresh 
whole-wheat breadcrumbs 
1 3/4 cups (425 ml) 
cornflakes, lightly crushed 

4 tsp (20 ml) sesame seeds, 
plus extra to garnish 

1 tsp (5 ml) chili powder, 
or to taste 

2 eggs 

SALAD: 

1/4 white cabbage 
1/2 chicory 
2 heads endive 

HERB DRESSING: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 

fresh oregano 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 

fresh tarragon 

1 tbsp (15 ml) white wine 

vinegar 

5 tbsp (75 ml) olive oil 
1 tsp (5 ml) clear honey 
pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F 
(200 C). Slice each chicken 
breast in half horizontally, 
then cut lengthwise into 
strips. 

2. Place breadcrumbs, 
cornflakes, sesame seeds 
and chili powder in plastic 
bag and shake to mix well. 
Break eggs into shallow 


dish and beat lightly. 

3. Dip chicken strips, one 
at time, in egg, then drop 
into plastic bag, a few at a 
time; shake to coat evenly 
with sesame seed mixture. 
As chicken strips are coat¬ 
ed, transfer to two 
nonstick baking sheet in 
single layer. 

4. Bake chicken strips 15- 
20 minutes, turning pieces 
over halfway through bak¬ 
ing time. 

5. Meanwhile, for salad, 
finely shred cabbage and 
place in large mixing 
bowl. Pull chicory and en¬ 
dive leaves apart and tear 
large ones into smaller 
pieces. Add to mixing 
bowl. 

6. In small screwtop jar, 
shake herb dressing ingre¬ 
dients. Season with 
pepper. Pour dressing over 
salad and toss well. 

7. Divide salad among 4 in¬ 
dividual plates and pile 
cooked chicken pieces on 
top. Garnish with more 
sesame seeds, then serve.
